How To Gain Weight 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The chief cause of underweight is some type 
of self-poisoning which is interfering with the 
normal assimilation of food. The only food 
which does you any good is that which is 
actually digested and made use of. Whenever 
the underweight paiient de- 
liberately tries to stuff him- 
self with food he finds his 
body simply is not able to 
handle the extra supply and 
the stuffing treatment may 
prove harmful, causing liver 


trouble, digestive upsets or 
catarrh. 
The food factor is un- 


doubtedly the most important 
cause of a lack of ability to 
gain weight. Other factors 
sleep, 
lack of exercise, a strong tendency to worry, 
constipation or an environment where constant 
quarrelling or nagging is present. Another 
contributing cause is lack of wholesome recre- 
ation. 

At the start of the treatment to gain weight 
it is helpful for you first to get a little thinner 
The thin person needs to lose the poisons which 
interfering with the normal work of the 
For this reason, he is bene- 
fitted by a short fast, during which some of 
these powerful poisons are eliminated. After 
the first fast the patient will find he is able to 
gain weight as the digestive powers will be 
improved during the fasting period and he will 
then be in a condition to assimilate his food 
better. 

The fruit fast will also help you to gain 
weight because it furnishes the body with an 
abundance of the vitamins and mineral ele- 
ments. Althdugh these food materials are not 
in themselves weight builders, they make it 
possible for you to use more of what you eat 
to build up new body cells. 

The fruit fast has a remarkably stimulating 
effect on the appetite and you will find yourself 
with a good appetite after the fast. You do not 
need to be afraid to lose a few pounds as you 
will later gain more than you lost at the start. 

I am now going to tell you a definite thing 
for you to do to gain weight. When you get 
up in the morning you are to begin on a fruit 
fast. For breakfast, use any one of the follow- 
ing fruits: apples, oranges, grape-fruit, or pears. 
Use only one kind of fruit on any day. How- 
ever, you may change to a different kind of 
fruit the next day, if you wish. You are to eat 
the fruit several times during the day as you 
be hungry you may use it for 
regular meals, times each day. Continue 
on this easy fruit fast for five days, and be sure 
that you take one enema daily and one warm 
sponge bath. I realize that some of my readers

out extending any reciprocal trade privileges. This is the short 
route to war, 

There is real need for the formation of a free internal trade 
area in Europe, similar to the free internal trade area of the 
United area in North America. The people of Europe 
would then lose their craze for security, which really means

isolation; and would soon develop great internal avenues of com- 
merce based on interchange of seasonal and localized commodities 
which are now shut off from trade usefulness by tariff wars 


For a realization of what is happening in Europe, you have 
only to consider what would happen in the event of your own 
Province being divided into districts: each district isolating itself 
from all the other districts by tariff walls and immigration bar- 
riers. There could be no peace or security in such a Province; 
the people of each district would waste their faculties in inter- 
district rivalric and suspicions until the load of 
isolation became insupportable. That is just what happened in 
Europe; and the record of centuries there has been war 
after war not as the result of human ferocity but as a result of 
political stupidity in believing and preaching that an isolated, 
specially privileged and protected system of trade leads to national 
wealth. Acttal records show that greedy isolation—and there 
is no other kind of isolation except greedy isolation—has alwavs 
led to national distress and to war. ,

That is why flagwaving against other nations has in it the 
element of murder; internally as well as internationally, Nobody 
ever won a war; because war is the exclusive property of dea 1, 
rapine and pestilence. A trade treaty between the nations of 
Europe would do more good to them, and to the whole world, than 
all the peace treaties and good-will pacts that could ever be de- 
vised. A trade treaty works, a peace treaty evaporates under 
trade friction
